T he cases listed on the report are 
ju st those w hich h ave been r e ­ 
ported to th e division. 
In some 
cases doctors have not reported 
instances of the disease to the 
health office here. 
Epidem ic Proportion. 
Doctors say Jaundice reported in 
the area is a type w hich has as­ 
sum ed epidem ic proportions in the 
past several 
years. 
It first appeared in large n u m ­ 
bers during th e w ar and is d e ­ 
fined for laym en as an infection 
of the liver. 
Physicians say that the effects 
of the disease vary w ith the p a ­ 
tient. 
As a general rule, paticn* 
do not show critical effects, th ey 
said. 
N orm ally the effected p e r­ 
son is ill for only a week or two, 
how ever, it has been know n to 
h an g on for a perioid of two to 
th re e m onths. 
Area doctors b e liev 'd 
it 
is a 
virus type of ailm ent w hich is 
contracted from food and w ater. 
T h e fact th a t it is m ore prevalent 
in ru ral areas h av e led physicians 
to believe th at general sanitation 
practices are a factor in the con­ 
trol of the disease. 
Single Cases. 
In addition to the cases re p o rt­ 
ed 
in Mississippi county, single 
instances 
h av e 
been 
noted 
in 
Madison an d S toddard counties. 
The state’s su m m ary also m ade 
a com parson. 
This revealed th a t 
no cases of infectious hepatitis had 
been reported in M issouri up to 
th e present tim e a y ear ago.

The first one in M on­ 
roe County, Mo., was installed by 
Dr. Fred M. Moss, one end of th 
w ire being in his home, the other 
end in C aplinger’s d iu g store foui 
blocks away. 
W hen the doctor was at home 
and was w anted on the phone it 
i was necessary to pick up a mallet 
down at the drug store and g i v 
three blows upon a button in the 
m iddle of a box to which the wire 
was attached.

phone was m ore of a nuisance than 
otherw ise until local people had 
satisfied their curiosity by m aking 
unprofessional calls. 
W ithin a m onth after thi« crude 
telephone had been installed local 
people w ere going in for the idea 1 
I m a big way. Houses and stores 
| on cither side of a street would be 
i connected w ith single strands o! 
j heavy black thread, each end ot 
which ran into a tin can from 
w hich one lid had been removed. 
The can w as used as tran sm itter 
and receiver. T he fact th at con­ 
versations 
could 
be 
carried 
on 
troin one side of the street to th*' 
other really was due to shouting 
w hich carried w ords that far rath* r 
than because the system had any 
merit. 
LED TO AN EXPERIM ENT 
This, in tu rn led to an e'xperi- 
m ent, the purpose of w hich was to 
detei m ine how far speech could 
I be 
carried by

process. 
Scores of pe'ople flocked to the 
scene, w hich was in the riv er bot­ 
tom east of town. First, the call 
and response was from a eiistance 
of 60 feet, then from 80 lt?et, and 
so on until the limit was fixed at 
150 fe'et, w hich really was only 
good shouting space for a high- 
pitched voice.

did a trem endous business until i

Along in the late nineties a local j 
citizen installed a leal telephone I 
system, with a hired central o p era­ 
tor. It was several years, how ever, 
before long distance service could 
be had, and then only from the 
central office.

cases doctors have not reported 
instances of the disease to the 
health office here. 
Epidemic Proportion. 
Doctors say jaundice reported in I 
the area is a type which has as­ 
sumed epidemic proportions in the I 
past several years. 
It first appeared in large num ­ 
bers during the war and is de­ 
fined for laymen as an infection 
of the liver. 
Physicians say that the effects 
of the disease vary with the pa­ 
tient. 
As a general rule, patient-, 
do not show critical effects, they 
said. 
Normally the effected per­ 
son is ill for only a week or two, 
however, it has been known to 
hang on for a pcrioid of two to 
three months. 
Area doctors believed it is a 
virus type of ailment which is 
contracted from food and water. 
The* fact that it is more prevalen* 
in rural areas have le*d physicians 
to believe that general sanitation 
practices are a factor in the con­ 
trol of the disease.

He had 
submitted to the academic grind, 
first at Bowdoin and then at H ar­ 
vard, and not before middle life 
could he free himself from the 
classroom. 
Wife Had More Money 
Late in his teaching career he 
had married into the wealthy Ap­ 
pleton family; and although his 
wife’s income was two or three 
times his own, he kept right on 
teaching, possibly because he did 
not want to be beholden to her or 
her relatives. 
Essentially humble, modest and 
grateful, Longfellow did not fret 
at the cost of fame. The drudgeries 
of teaching had galled him no end, 
but the penalties of fame he en­ 
dured quietly. He suffered fools 
in patience. Even when his mail 
sometimes forced 
him to write 
as many as seventy autographs in 
a single day, he set himself to the 
task without whimpering, although 
he keenly felt the encroachment 
upon his time and work. 
Like his literary contemporaries 
he kept a journal. It is not a pro­ 
found journal, mostly jottings of 
daily 
activities. It 
records his 
reading, a comment now and then 
on some book, the arrival and de­ 
parture of his friends, a word about 
the weather and a faint shadow of 
the Civil War as it increasingly 
darkened the national scene.

Long­ 
fellow was not present; he Dad 
been too severely burned to leave 
the home. 
He tried to forget his grief in 
work. Many years before he had 
undertaken to 
translate 
Dante’s 
“The Divine Comedy” ; and he now 
took up the work anew, for a time 
translating a canto a day. For five 
years he worked; and only rarely 
did his sorrow find expression in 
his writings. When ho published his 
translation, some of the loveliest 
sonnets in the English 
language 
stand as prefaces to the three parts. 
In one he speaks of Dante’s epic 
as a great cathedral which hp en­ 
ters from day to day, leaving 
My burden at this minster gate, 
Kneeling in

and not 
ashamed to pray . . .

The c harge has often been made 
that Longfellow never felt deeply. 
The truth is rather—with the re­

American poetry is the 
poorer—that he was one who shut 
up within himself his deep, per­ 
sonal feelings. 
The Cross of Snow 
One day eighteen years after his 
wife’s death, he came across the 
picture of a mountain on whose 
June 26, 1861, he gives two lines side the snow, which lies the year

The mountain, more famous 
now than then, was Mount of the 
Holy Cross in Colorado. That night 
he wrote “The Cross of Snow.”

Visitors From City 
On Cold, Wet Day

When the alarm clock rang last 
Sunday morning, Ginnie and I took 
one look out the east window and 
groaned. Instead of clear, blue sky, 
the whole horizon was blanketed 
with storm clouds and the ther­ 
mometer no more than a degree 
above freezing. During the night 
we had heard the driving rain turn 
intermittently to 
hail or 
sleet. 
Working in a shower on Friday 
and wading the creek on Saturday 
to locate our twelfth calf. I’d m an­ 
aged to pick up a cold which sat 
on my chest like the Old Man of 
the Sea and yielded not to red lini­ 
ment, as Perry calls it, applied in­ 
ternally or externally. And this 
was the day which the St. Louis 
Audubon Society had chosen for 
a spring visit to Possum Trot. Not 
the whole Society,

num ber a thousand, but definite 
reservations had been m ade by 
150 members; and knowing the 
hardihood of the am ateur ornitho­ 
logist, we expected few cancella­ 
tions. 
As it turned out, practically ev­ 
ery one of them came and every 
one who did come was a deadgamo 
sport—or kept their troubles to 
themselves if they weren’t. For a 
farm is the last place to entertain 
a crowd during a rainstorm, 
this storm varied its repertory by 
dowsing the guests with occasional 
gusts of snow7 and sleet, as well as 
hail. 
Altogether, I kept track of almost 
a dozen groups which took off on 
various hikes and it wasn’t until 
late afternoon that any of these 
managed to get back to home base 
without at least one good, soaking 
shower. Nor, with the inclement 
weather, were there any birds a- 
bout. Late in the afternoon I sneak­ 
ed out along the bluff with one of 
the groups, knowing that at least 
w e’d see 
whatever 
wildflowers 
were blooming, and we heard the 
song of the western meadowlark. 
We also found a clump of hepatica 
as deeply blue as gentian. 
Back home again, as many as 
could came into the living room 
and huddled about the fire, trying 
tc dry soaked shoes before starting 
tl e long trip back to the city. One 
last shower fell, and afterward 
the sun shone brilliantly for a time 
and three rainbows formed to east- 
v ard , between the house and Bu­ 
ford Mountain. The colors were so 
bright that several guests with 
color film took pictures of the 
p lenomenon, the smallest of the 
rainbows started with one end in 
the garden and arched into the 
nearby field. 
There were a dozen or more 
y mngsters in the crowd, ranging in 
a te from 3 to 15 years old. Such

days, in our experience, are likely 
to be long for children; but again, 
if these boys and girls were bored, 
they failed to show it. They went 
on the hikes, got drenched along 
with their parents, played with 
Chipper and Mike until even the 
latter had his fill of petting. They 
did their best to find Veronica, but 
this canny old cat has little pa­ 
tience with youngsters and spent

We also heard of 
several worthwhile projects like 
one being carried on by the Web­ 
ster Groves Nature Society on the 
Weldon Spring area. Here a bi­ 
monthly census will be made for a 
period of 10 years to determine 
what effect the general conserva­ 
tion program in the area has on 
songbirds, game birds, wild w ater­ 
fowl and other species.
